Hi Gang, 

My first homebrew amp, circa 1958 or 59, used four 6AG7 tubes in grounded 
grid, and was based on an article in CQ. It was the world's simplest 
amplifier. As I recall, all grids were grounded, there was no tuned input, 
and the ouput tank was an ARC 5 capacitor and a link-coupled 

inductor. Aside from the tubes, the total parts consisted of an input 
coupling cap, a plate rf choke, an output variable cap and a plate coil. It 
was the ideal rig for a teen-ager's budget. 


I scrounged the B+ and filament voltage from my AM transmitter. I unclipped 
the plate cap from the 4D32, wrapped a piece of hookup wire to it, tied the 
other end to an rf choke, and the other end of the rf choke to the plate 
pins on the 6AG7. It wasn't exactly a work of art, and I'm lucky I didn't 
kill myself. 


The "breakthrough" idea in the CQ article was the discovery that the 6AG7, 
although rated at 2-3 Watts plate dissipation, could actually be loaded to 

100 Watts for brief intervals. Sure enough, my four tube amp could run 400 
Watts. The tubes got so hot the paint blistered, and the tube life was an 

hour or so. I scrounged 6AG7s from every phonograph and TV in the neighborhood. 


I vaguely recall the author mentioning another tube that also worked for 
this purpose, although at a higher power level. It may have been an 803. 
It's main virtue was that it was dirt cheap on the surplus market because, 
up to that point, nobody had found any use for it.

Did some quick preliminary "static" tests today. Trying to determine 
the "mu" or amplification factor of the 5763 and the 6CL6 when 

all the grids are tied together. With 400 volt regulated supply as 

a test supply, as close as I can presently determine, the "mu" of 

a 5763 seems to be between 400 and 600! Depending on the 
manufacturer. "National", RCA, Sylvania and GE tubes tested. 

The 6CL6 is somewhat less. Idling current of 5763 at 0 volts 

on the "grids" is around 2 ma or so. With the 6CL6 it is 

around 2-3 ma. All with 400 volts on the plate. Therefore, 

either tube will be a good "zero bias" triode. 


Should make an amplifier with pretty good gain compared with 

the sweep tubes in grounded grid configuration. I distantly remember 

when I had one driven with a Central Electronics 10B, which had about 

5-6 watts out on CW max., gave a gain of around 10 or so. I remember 
getting around 50-60 watts of carrier outta the four 5763's! The 

gain would probably be higher with a tuned input circuit, and it 

would be a lot better for things like "shoes" for a QRP transmitter. 
There are lots of cheapo 5763's out there right now, so might be something 
to 're-invent'!

My first amp was a 4-400A amp which I 
ran in Class C for CW and AM and AB1 for SSB. 

Changing from Class C to AB1 only required changing sceen voltages. In 
those days I ran the SB-10 on SSB and it easily pushed the 4-400A to 500 
watts input with less than 1 watt. I did have to build a swamping grid 
(out of a bunch of 2 watt resistors..HI) when I used the Eldico SSB-100 with 
the amp. 


I did try another ham's P&H 800 amp with a bunch of the 1625's (that Marty 
mentioned)....I never got more than 250 watts out at 460 watts input and it 
got HOT at that level on 75 and 20. The WRL Globe amp (LA-1) seemed more 
solid and certainly ran cooler.
